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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to the Applicant's submission filed on 4/7/06. 
Claims 1-27 are presented for examination. 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this office action 
can be found in a prior Office Action. 

Claims 1-2,4-17,20-22,24-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102 (e) as being 
anticipated by Gardner (US pat 6,141,694). 

Claims 3,18-19,23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103 (a) as being unpatentable 
over Gardner (US pat 6,141,694). 

Gardner are cited for rejection, in the last Office Action; the citations, which are 
applicable, are hereby incorporated by reference. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 4/7/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

As regarding Applicant's argument on the priority of the application, Applicant 
pointed to pages 13,16-17 of the provisional application for supporting "forming profile 
from interactive information, updating profile, extracting criteria based on user, 
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administrator and or third party device". Examiner granted the present application the 
priority date of the provisional application which filed on 5/12/2000. 

As regarding Applicant's argument on claims 1 ,13,16 that Gardner does not 
disclose "identifying particular enhanced content programming based on said user 
profile and providing the user with an option to view said identified particular enhanced 
programming". Examiner respectfully disagrees, in col. 2, lines 4-13 of Gardner, 
Gardner discloses that tailoring advertising to customers base on the collected 
information about the user, so that the user can view the information that are likely to be 
interested. This is equivalent to the "identifying particular enhanced content 
programming based on said user profile". If the users are viewing the information, it is 
inherently that providing the user with an option to view said identified particular 
enhanced programming. Tailoring advertising is equivalent to enhance content; the 
user likely to be interest infers same mechanism in place to dictate the tailoring. Col. 7, 
lines 38-40 of Gardner also teach the system using user profile for tailoring.
